On Thursday, September 22, 1878, Ned 
Trumbo, an inofltaaiTa eolotad oaan, was 

shot dead In his own door in Flemings- 
burg. The' assassination traa t a d great 
excitement, and rewarda aggregating tS,- 

500 were olfered for the arrest and con- 
viction of the murderers. Charles liup- 
per, a citixen of Fleminpburg, was ar- 
rested on suspicion, and kept in jail five 
months, but the evidence before the 
grand jury wa# deemed insufficient, and 
he was released. James Monroe Em- 
mons was also arrested and indlotad by 
the grand jury, bnt the evidence, which 
was altogether of a oircomstantial char- 
acter, ,WM waalt enoogb to acquit him. 

Tlie reason of the arrcs' nf tlu' torc^ioinil 
was that he bad l)een paying a great 
deal of attention to a woman named 

> illy Walker, who was staying at Tnim- 
bo's house. The woman was acoiden -
